*50.000 TIED UP IN COURT 

Next he turned to the English 
courts and filed suit against the 
Cable and Wireless Company for 
*50,000 he claimed was due him 
qnder an agreement regarding 
wireless service between Addis 
Ababa and England. Thr com¬ 
pany did not deny that the money 
was due to somebody, but ques¬ 
tioned whether Haile Selassie was 
that somebody. This was espec¬ 
ially so because Italy claimed the 
money.

"TWO LARGE takes in Ontario 
vanished some 15,000 years 
ago, according to rock records 
discovered by Jack Satteriy, Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto geologist, who 
has Just reported Ihe results of 
his study to the Journal of 
Geology. 

At the end of the Ice age, large 
mounds of glacial material 
dammed up the waters from the 
melting ice. Later, the silts 
washed into these lakes and 
filled them up. Now, from these 
silts, geologists are able to re¬ 
construct the occurrences during 
that time, determining even the 
annual rate of melting of the ice. 

Two hundred and fifty year* 
seems to have been the life of 
these lakes, with a possibility of 
a slightly longer life, not shown 
by the records now found In the 
lake deposits, which are now dry 
land.
